It is. hoped to devdlop siiffioient 
information about specific Soviets so that personal mail received by 
them from the USSR and fellow acldiera in the Soviet Zone of Austria 
can be duplicated by Detachment 35 in such faahion aa to prevent 
detection by Soviet postal censors,
